Intellect, however, is already 
somewhat conscious of spiritual existence. 
[It dimly apprebends spiritual entities, 
which are immortal, even souls which 
can never cease to be, for they never be- 
gan to be. 

The question is often asked, ‘‘ Were 
souls alwaysindividual ? Did man always 
know himself as an individual spark of 
divine life?” This question is unanswer- 
ble unless we deal with it problematically; 
as one of the profoundest questions ever 
submitted to the intelligence of man; phi- 
losophy has often answered it in this 
manner, i. €., through processes of deduc- 
tion. 

According to the Greek philosophers the 
soul is eternal. But though the soul has 
always existed, it may not always have 
reflected upon its existence as we now 
reflect. It may have existed as a seed 
exists before it is sown. lt contains, 
within itself, unexpressed, all the potenti- 
ality of manifested life. What is earthly- 
discipline but the evolution of the mind’s 
reasoning, intellectual and reflective pow- 
ers? The world produces a material form 
in the act of unfolding the attributes always 
within it. 

Agriculturists know that it is impossible 
to really create anything, still by planting 
a certain kind of seed, a certain unfold- 
ment will follow. The germ of a rose 
will never produce a geranium. Every 
potentiality or possibility of fruition must 
inhere in the planted seed, for what is 

not within, can not be produced by any 

| outward effort. So with our earthly dis- 
cipline. We can see what growth can do 
for the seed, and how that can he made 
manifest which is already contained in 
the primal germ. 

Here we take decided issue with mate- 
rialism, and challenge all who declare 
that mind is the product of matter, and 
human intelligence the result of physical 
organization. But another view of this 
statement shows us that if mind is the 
result of physical organization, the declara- 
tion is proved true that all is mind, and 
there is no matter. If materialism is 
logical, it is only logical on the bisis of 
the most extreme metaphysics, which de- 
clare that everything is mind, and there- 
fore there 1s no matter, if so-called mat- 
ter evidences mind, it is not matter, but 
mind in another phase of existence.
